It was sounded first by 
Ald. Milton J. Foreman, chairman of the loca!

There are 
no “ifs nor ands” about his declaration. 

Ald. Foreman says the first thing to dois to 
get an order from the city council authorising 
his committee to work out a plan for the ex- 
tension of enough crosstown car Mnes down 
to the lake front—“ to the very edge of the 
Water,“ he expressed it—so that people from 
every section of the city can get to the lake. 
dabble in its peltucid waters, or burrow in the 
cool moist sands of the beach to their hearts’ 
content. 


Awaits First Council Meeting. 

He will start the ball rolling at the first 
meeting of the council, special or otherwise, 
and he proposes further that his committee 
shall codperate with the bathing beach com- 
mittee of the council. He has been investi- 
gating the lake front of Chicago some on 
his own hook, and has come to the conciusion 
that there is room for more bathing beaches, 
both on the north and south sides, if oni 
there was some convenient way to reach 
them. 7 

But facilities to carry the poor who live in 
congested districts to the water are not the 
only things that Ald. Foreman has in mind. 
He wants to give them a chance on hot nights 
to enjoy the cool lake breezes in the lake 
front parks, such as Grant park, Lincoin 
park, and Jackson park. He proposes that 
the street cars shall run—not to the parks 
but into them. 


Tunnels Bore Under Parks. 

It is his plan to take the Harrison street 
or the Van Buren street lines, both of which 
tap “the Ghetto.” and to bring them out 
to the water's edge at Grant park. To do 
thig he proposes to tunnel under Michigan

Plans Scheme After Horseback Trips. 
 T have been thinking this matter over ever 
since I got back from Europe last year,” said 
Ald. Foreman yesterday. “I have looked 
into the feasibility of the scheme and have 
ridden horseback along the lake shore on 
the sands from Jackson park to Twenty-ninth 
street and I know that it can be done. 
“What good is the lake front to the poor 
people Hving in the congested districts under 
our present system of transportation? How 
is a poor hardworking mother going to take 
her small children down to the sands unless 
she drags them across long stretches of 
parks or over the tracks of the Illinois 
Central? Just go along the Jake shore some 
time and you will see that thereis opportunity 
enough establish bathing beaches to ac- 
Gommodate every man, woman, and child in 
the city, if there was only some way of get- 


ting to the lake. 


Would Check Deaths from Heat. 

‘Think what a boon it would be to the poor 
people to go to the water’s edge easily on 
hot nights. It would mean the saving of 
hundreds of ves, I have no doubt. But now 
the tired mothers are afraid to undertake the 
trip, it means so much walking. 

„ am convinced that my scheme can be 
carried out with comparatively little expense 
and no litigation. It beats paintjng the loop 
and lessening the speed of street cars, be- 
cause it will benefit all the people, i 

“One way we can secure the money to. 
carry out this project, will be by exacting 
payment from persons and corporations that 
have stolen land along the lake shore. We 
can get enough from thie source, I think, to 
do practically all the work, and. if we can’t, 
the city and the mur compaines ought to 
spend the money.” 


Beach Is Finest in World. 

It doesn't cost much to build dressing 
rooms and other paraphernalia for a bath- 
ing beach. Take it along Thirty-fifth street. 
There ie as fine a beach there as one could 
find in a journey around the world, but there 
is no way to get there. The shore shelves 
off gradually into the lake so that one could 
almost wade out a quarter of a mile, but what 
good does that do to anybody except « few 

who live close by? 

„ want to give the cliff dwellers a chance.

Murray Crane of Massachusetts, who occu- 
pies in the senate a position similar to that 
of the Republican whip in the house of repre- 
sentatives, was summoned to Beverly today 
by President Taft and had a long talk with 
the chief magistrate at Burgess Point. 

Senator Crane is perhaps the closest polit- 
ical adviser the president has. He was asked 
by the president to make a trip through the 
west in the near future, going as far as 
Seattle, Wash. He will inquire into politica! 
conditions in the states through which he 
travels. 

The president is said to desire this informa- 
tiom first hand. He has the utmost confidence 
in Senator Crahe’s political sagacity. The 
senator is noted for the quiet manner in 
which he accomplishes difficult tasks. 


Cancels All Fall Engagements. 

Another significant move made by the pres- 
ident today and of almost equal importance 
with the proposed mission of Senator Crane 
was the announcement that Mr. Taft has 
canceled all of the engagements he had 
made in different parts of the country for 
this fall. Important affairs of administra- 
tion, it was said, would keep the president 
engaged at Beverly and Washington until 
November. 

In November, it was announced, the presi- 
dent will make a three weeks’ trip to the 
Isthmus of Panama to observe the progress 
of the work on the canal. Whether the can- 
cellation of the numerous engagements for 
the fall means a reversal of the president's 
travel policy could not be learned. 

Today's action is regarded as one of the 
most important politically that Mr. Taft ever 
has made. 

Politics May Be Reason, 

Political consideration may have had a 
great deal to do with the decision. It would 
be difficult for the president to tra vel through 
the doubtful states in September and Octo 
ber without being drawn into the campaign 
or at least having his speeches construed into 
political utterances.

LONDON, July 20.—In the house of com- 
mons today Prime Minister Asquith made a 
Statement in regard to the progress made by 
the conference of government leaders and 
members of the opposition in reference to the 
veto power of the house of lords.

Let us deprecate war to our complete 
satisfaction and let us remain optimistic, 
but let us tuck away in the back of our 
minds the sobering, cautious thotght that 
the next war in which the United States 
finds itself unhappily drawn is likely to be

ONACO is still furnishing a consider- 
able amount of discussion in connec- 
tion with the two questions of the 
grant of a constitution and of the 
succession to the throne. The relgn- 

ing prince. it may be recalled, was led by 
something much akin to a revolutionary ris- 
ing, for which he was totally unprepared, to 
pledge himself to endow. his subjects with a 
constitution of the most approved oder, ac- 
cording to the terms of.which parliamentary . 
sanction and approval would be indispensable 
to all his sovereign acts: In one word, he 
solemnly promised to surrender his role of | 
autocrat for that of mere executive of par- 
liament. 

It now turns out that the Constitui#onaliste 
are bitter foes of the gambling establish- 
ment régime, and are bent upon taking steps 
to turn the Blanc-Radziwill-Bonaparte gam- 
bling establishment syndicate, bag and bag- 
gage, out of the principality. Prince Albert 
himself is not merely one of the beneficiaries 
of the syndicate, his entire oivil list being 
paid from its exchequer, but is also one of 
the principal partners in the concern. 

And now Blanc, Radziwill, and, Roland 
Bonaparte are turning upon him, declaring 
that he had no right whatsoever, as a mem- 
ber of their syndicate, to relinquish his sov- 
ereign powers to people opposed to it, They, 
moreover, argue that he had virtually abdi- 
cated all his sovereign powers to their con- 
cern, and, therefore, had no power to give 
away what be had already allanated. 

By way of a further complication, the ex- 
crown prince of Monaco, who was recently 
officially barred from the succession by his 
father, with whom he had quarreled, is a bit- 
ter enemy of the gambling concern, dnd so, 
too, is the prince’s.cousin, the German Duke 
of Urach, who is next in the line of succes- 
sion, but to whose presence on the throne 


of Monaco France undoubtedly would object, | 


ow!ng to the faet that he isa cavalry general 
in the active service of the German army.

The Prince of Monaco is now engaged in 
considering the question of the abdication of 
his throne in favor of Roland Bonaparte, 
hoping thereby, at any rate, to propitiate the 
French government, which is all important, 
and also the gambling establishment syndi- 
cate. If he does this, he will have to do it 
quickly, that is to say, before the Monaco 
parliament with which he has promised to 
endow his subjects is constituted, . 

For, once organized, it is doubtful whether 
its members, with their known views with 
regard to the syndicate, would sanction the 
actual transfer of the throne to one of the 
principal partners of the concern. It is a 
question, too, whether France would like to 
have a Bonaparte on the throne of Monaco, 
although Roland's presence there certainly 
would tend to degrade the name of Bona- 
parte, not only in France but also through- 
out the length and breadth of Europe, and to 
deprive the pretensions of the dynasty.to the 
throne of France of any remaining chances 
of success which it may hitherto have re- 
tained. 
in fact, the gambling concern at Monaco 
seems in a parlous condition, and no one 
would be astonished if, one of these days, 
France, with the good will and approval of 
all Europe, were to step in and quietly annex 
the principality, wiping it out of existence, 
and putting an end, once and for all time, to 
the gambling concern, which during the 
financial year just come to a close has 
yiekied, according to official returns, net 
profite to the tune of 70,000,000 francs, or 
$14,000,000; that is, a profit of $1,000,000 over | 
the previous year. 

These profits are net, after payment of 
all the expenses and dues, including the eivil 
list of the Prince of Monaco, which amounts 


to $800,000.

Inasmuch as my-statements as to the fact 
of Prince Florestan I. of Monaco having 
been for a time an actor have been ques- 
tioned, I would refer the writers ot the two 
letters which I have received about the sub- 
ject to the Souvenirs d'un Medicin de Paris,” 
just published in France. The physician. in 
question was Dr. Poumies, who during the 
Napoleonic era was a conspicuous figure in 
French life and eminent in. his profession. 

In his Souvenirs he relates A eonversa- 
tion which took place in 1856 with Prince 
Flerestan, before the latter's death. The 
prince, who was an old friend of the doctor, 
declared to him he never had been so happy 
as he was when living the life of a simple 
citizen in Paris, and earning his living there 
as an actor, at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. \ : 

He spoke to the doctor of his experience at 
the Ambigu, at the ThéAtre du Marais, and at 
the ThéAtre de la Cite, and informed him 
that he hed always acted — 5 the name of 
Florestan. Indeed, he went so far as to 
show him clippings of newspapers in which 
there were eulogistic comments on his act- 
ing, and also a collection of posters bearing 
his name. It was in those days that he mar- 
ried Mile. Gibert, the daughter of the Paris 
charcutier or pork butcher of that name, who 
is the grandmother of the present Prince of 
Monaco. 

He left many volumes of diaries dealing 
with his experiences in Paris as an actor. 
It is a pity that they should have remained 
m the archives of the reigning house. of 
Monaco, instead of being published, as they 
would undoubtedly prove both amusing and 
interesting. 


— 
Although the cable dispatches from St. 
Petersburg announced that a part of the 
beautiful palace of Peterhof, on the Gulf of 
Finland, had been destroyed by fire, it now 
seems that the palace itself remained un- 
harmed, and that the conflagration was re- 
stricted to the Imperial theater. 


The latter only dated from 1845, and had 


been considerably enlarged by Alexander III. 
in connection with the festivities on the occa- 
sion of the marriage of his daughter, Grand- 
duchess Xenia, when galleries were added, 
and a facade of light, open trellis work was 
constructed. Although its appointments were 
of the most sumptuous and luxurious char- 
acter, it was almost entirely constructed of 
wood and was. availabie for performances 
only in the summer time, since it possessed 
no heating installation, The fire seems to 
have been caused, like so many conflagra- 
tions nowadays, by defective insulation of 
electric wires. 

Fortunately it was possible to restrict the 
flames to the theater which has been de- 
stroyed, and the main palace, or rather, se- 
ries of magnificent palaces, filled from cellar 
to garret with priceless treasures, remains 


completely unharmed. 


The so-called English palace at Peterhof, 
by the bye, now contains that marvelous 
Wedgwood dinner service, decorated with 
views of English country hauses, made for 
Catherine the Great, and of which all trace 
was lost after her death until last year, when 
by mere chance it was found in an unused 
garret of the Winter palace, where it had 
lain for considerably over a hundred years, 
unnoticed.

WoOMAN’S RIGHT TO GOVERN.

In the Sunday, July. A., issue of, Tur 
TRIBUNE- there was an article on the woman 
ovement which was more than usually mis- 
ding. The writer ventured to make the 
statement that the right to govern (outside 
of their own families) has never been theirs

If the writer 
had read one of a score or more of books 
written by men whose names stand for wide 
research, and whose testimony is unim- 
peachable—German, English, American, and 
French . ethnologists and sociologists—he 
would have learned that not only has woman 
ruled but that during the infancy of the race, 


from its first emergence until about the mid- © 


dle of the period called barbarism, she wield- 
ed her scepter. During the early part ot this 
period her rule was absolute and sole, and it 
was expressly so ordered by the Creator be- 
cause the new species—mankind—could not 
have been safely left to the fostering care of 
fighting mah, who knew nothing of love or 
consideration for others, and knows it but 
feebly yet. 

When America was discovered, among the 
Indian tribes woman had equal voice with 
man in the affairs of the tribe; not only that, 
but-she nominated the chiefs and djsmissed 
them from office when she considered that 
they had been derelict in the discharge of 
their official duties. In many spots on the 
globe today she has never lost her primal 
rights, notably in the island of Sumatra, 
where she still rules supreme. The matri-

These townspeople look upon a mere tourist 
with kindly curiosity; their attitude toward 
one who is seemingly inquiring into something 
which does not or should not concern him is 
quite different. A specific example will explain 
what I mean. I entered a certain town alone. 
The town is off the beaten track. It has noth- 


ing to attract the tourist. I began to inquire 
about emigration.

But our 
own mountains hold hundreds of lakes incom- 
parably more beautiful, rarely seen and for the 
most part never heard of by the average Amer- 
ican.

Neither they nor the beauties 
of the lake itself have been capitalized and the 
world of travel, Knowing only to follow a 
leader, prefers the humbuggery and extortion 
of regions illustrious because once occupied by 
a mythical divinity, a real king, or a noble 
family. Most of us cannot afford to see any- 
thing which other people have not seen. We 
follow the beaten track, not because it is beat-

What do these peasants know about Hadrian 
or Serapis? Well, jf they have good luck, if 
this first man succeeds, the inoculation 
spreads, if they will put aside some of their 
primitive instinct which we sometimes call 
conservativeness or love of country, their chil- 
dren, in a new land, may go to school and 
hear about these things. The fathers will ob- 
ject at first; they will even submit to a fine 
imposed by the delinquent officer, for the school 
habit is also a fashion.

Kalamazoo, Mich., July 20.—[ Special. 
Country Jay, the greatest living victim of 
spavin cures, successful and otherwise, today 
used his corrugated hocks, blistered shoul- 
der, shriveled rump, and otherwise rococo 
anatomy to such purpose in the 2:06 class 
race that at the close of the performance 
he was credited with winning the fastest 
three heat tat, the time being 2:04%, 2:05%,

ete method of educating the citizens as 0 
the best metbod of lessening the spread of 
infection by the use of milk bottles 
was determined at a meeting in the offices of 
the Ilinois,state food commission. The meet-

Advice to Housewives. 

Among the suggestions offered are: 

Wash the bottle or milk container after being 
received from the milkman and before the con- 
tents are used. 

After the bottle or container is empty wash 
thoroughly before returning to the milkman. 
Do not leave container open after washing, but 
- place paper cap in position. 

Don’t keep milk in u place where the tem- 
perature is over 50 degrees. If possible, keep 
at this temperature at all times. Milk kept 
at an even temperature of 50 degrees is prac 
tically germ-proof, 

Use a clean instrument in removing the oa 
from bottle. Don’t pick up any old knife or | 


other instrument and remove the cap. Many 


bottles of milk are thus contaminated. 
- ‘When bottles leave the dairy they contain 


en an average of 1,000 bacteria to the cubic 
 gentimeter. We have made tests and found 


as high as 5,000,000 bacteria to the centimeter 
in the bottles after being delivered to the con-

The executive committee comprises Valen- 
tine P. Snyder, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce; F. L. Hine, president of 
the First National bank; R. P. Delafield, 
president of the Park National bank; William 
H. Porter, president of the Chemical Na- 
tional bank, and William Woodward of the 
Hanover National bank. 

The meeting was attended by Aesistant 
Secretary of the Treasury A. Piatt Andrew, 
who represented Secretary MacVeagh.

Westinghouse, inventor and head of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
company for nearly twenty-five years, was 


| removed from the presidency of that con- 


cern today at a meeting of the directors. 

Edwin F. Atkins of Boston was elected to 
succeed him, but it is understood that Atkins 
will hold the office only temporarily, until 
such a time as the directors may be able to 
agree upon & man who will all the place per- 
mapnently. 

The action of the board was in no way un- 
expected. It had been known for some time 
that there has been considerable friction be- 
tween Westinghouse and Robert Mather. 
who was put in as chairman of the board 
after the reorganization, with powers that 
overshadowed those of the president. For 
the last month rumors of the more or less 
forced withdrawal of Westinghouse have 
been particularly active. As the time for the 
meeting of the stockholders and directors to- 
day approached there was a great deal of 
conjecture as to whether Westinghouse 
would stand aside and allow his successor to 


| be elected or whether he would make a cam- 


— for proxies to bring about his re@lec- 
on. 0 


Puts Off Trip to Furope. 

Three weeks ago he put off a trip to Europe 
and went to his summer home at Lenox, 
Mass., from where it was eupposed he prob- 
ably would make some effort to retain his 
place. Then, as time went on, it was seen 
that he was willing to allow things to go as 
they would. 

Westinghouse contented himeelf with iesu- 
ing a statement early this week in which he 
made it clear that the secondary position in 
which he found himself was not to his liking. 

The trouble between Westinghouse and 
Mather took a serious aspect for the first time 
last spring. When the president blamed the 
chairman for the part the company 
played in the receivership of Chicago Trac- 
tion interests, Mather called attention to the 
fact that Westinghouse was lone among 
the directors in hie opinion. The origin of 
Westinghouse’s retirement dates back earlier 
then that—to the recetversehip of the concern 
in October, 1907. It lasted fo months. 
for the company had been badly battered by 
the panic of 1007. 
bondholders’ committee put in 
take hold of the management, and the clash- 
ing soon began.

AsidAfrom the president the officers were 
reélected today.

George Westinghouse always has been a 
promoter of his own Inventions in the flelds 
of steam and electricity and at one time he 
was president of thirty corporations having 
a capita) of $120,000,000. Possibly the most 
widely known of his inventions was the air 
brake that bears his name. He was 20 years 
old when he conceived the idea for thie and 
even earlier than that he perfected a rotary 
steam engine of his own. That was the be- 
ginning of his career as an inventor. He was 
2 then in his father’s shop in Schenec- 
tady. 


Lighted the World’s Fair. 

His first prominence in electricity came 
with hie purchage from Gaulard & Gibbs of 
alternating electric current patents. This 
was in 1885, and he met great fon 
from public sentiment in trying to perfect 
and introduce this system for lighting and 
power making. At the time of the world’s 
fair in 1893 he received the contract for light- 
ing by making a bid of $1,000,000 under others. 
His shop in Pittsburg soon became the place 
where electrical experts of the world gath- 
ered. Tesla went there and received West- 
inghouse's financial and practical help in de- 
veloping the induction motor. , 
Westinghouse built the first tem great dyna- 
mos for Niagara. He also constructed the 
dynamos for the elevated and subway lines 
in New York and the Metropolitan railway 
in London.
